But to speak of still farther alterations in yr first plate. Would it not give 

a little younger appearance to shorten the space between the nose & the upper lip 
a little more by representing the mouth rather more open, in the act of speaking, 
which appears to me the expression of the medallion? I submit the point & 
our dear Flaxman with proper deference to vr supericr judgement; as I do the 
following question. Whether the making the dot at the corner of the mouth 
a little deeper, & adding a darker touch also at the bottom of the eye would sdd 
a little gay juvenility to the features without producing (what I by all means 
wish to avoid) a grin or a smirk. In short I wish the character of the engraving 
would harmenize a little more, than it does at present, with the following verses
